“At the end of the rainbow,” not a 
“pot of gold” but a tub of “pennies 
for pews.” These are the juniors of the 
Church of God at Eldorado, Illinois, 
pictured with Brother and Sister C. H. 
ns who came here last Assembly as 

a ee astor. Sister Shaw, who always 
delig ts in working with the children, 
immediately began an effort to create 
an interest among the juniors of the 
Y.P.E. When the attendance had in- 
creased to approximately 65 to 80 chil- 
dren, Sister Shaw decided they could 
do something to help with the indebt- 
edness of Eldorado’s beautiful church 
building. She introduced a mile-of- 
pennies contest, and drew two rain- 
bows, one for the boys and one for the 
girls, each supposed to be one-half 
mile long, with a pot of gold at the 
end of each, which meant that there 
would be an ice cream feast at the 
close of the contest. 

It was wonderful to see the interest 
that was manifested and the enthu- 
siasm which continued to increase as 
each foot of pennies was counted, 
which grew into —— and finally 
brought to an end the mile-of-pennies 
contest and (their goal overrun) 
8,490 pennies, a total of $844.50, which 
cleared the indebtedness on the 
church pews. 

The picture was taken in the old 
tabernacle where the “pot of gold” 
feast took place, with approximately 
400 in attendance. The children ren- 
dered a program of special interest, 
led by Sister Shaw, consisting of solos, 
duets, and quartets, most of the chil- 
dren taking part, from the tiny tot to 
the older boys and girls. While the 
children were performing, their par- 
ents and other members of our con- 
gregation were cutting the many beau- 
tiful cakes which filled a table almost 
the entire length of the spacious build- 
ing. When the feast was ready, the 
little guests of honor, 107 in number, 
were first served, then everybody en- 
joyed generous helpings of cake, ice 
cream, and coffee. It made the chil- 
dren happy when they presented to 
the church treasurer a check for 
$809.13. 

We thank the Lord for the church 
here and for our pastor and his family. 
Brother and Sister Shaw have been 
with us only seven months, but they 
have certainly spent their time work- 
ing in interest of the church. Every 
department of the work is progressing, 
and we are truly thankful for the 
smiles and favors of God. In the past 
seven months a total of $4,153.24 has 
been raised and paid on our church 
indebtedness. We praise God for all 
the wonderful things He has done for 
us, for the sweet spiritual atmosphere 
in each service and the fellowship 
which prevails among our people.— 
Reporter.

Here we have, from that Sermon of sermons by the 
Preacher of preachers, the Beatitudes, which sparkle with 
truth and beauty beyond that of the richest and rarest 
diamond.

He instructed that they not get too close to the mountain 
or touch it lest they die, and then when God did descend 
upon the mountain it was covered with smoke and a thick

It was a time of awe mixed with fear and 
trembling! But here, Jesus took them up into the mountain 
with Him, and when He was set, no doubt, on the lower 
horn of Huttin, He began to speak to the people and 
pronounce upon them one benediction after the other until 
a of these gracious, age-long jewels had fallen from His 
ps. 
Going back to Sinai we see a different scene. It was not 
a matter of a preacher speaking, but a law-giver, and the 
eople were not up on the mountain with Him but at the 
oot of the mountain as they heard the commands of 
“thou shalt not,” indeed the greatest law that was ever 
given. But how much more wonderful it was when God 
sent His Son to give the constitution of His Church, now 
and in the future, a ae part of which were the Beati- 
tudes, which bring out the voice of grace, blessings, if i 
do them, instead of a curse if you don’t, or the stern “thou 
shalts” and “thou shalt nots.” The “thou shalts” and “thou 
shalt nots” are still enforced, but their baptism of grace 
and mercy has made them greater friends and helpers to 
God’s children. Now we obey them not with fear and trem- 
bling, but as actuated by love for God, who gave them in 
the beginning and then gave Jesus to provide for us a 
new life, with a new heart and spirit so that we could, with 
delight, keep God’s statutes and do them.

And the devil said unto him, All this power will I give thee, 
and the glory of them: for that is delivered unto me; and 
to whomsoever I will I give it. If thou therefore wilt worship 
me, all shall be thine. And Jesus answered and said unto 
him, Get thee behind me, Satan: for it is written, Thou 
shalt worship the Lord thy God, and him only shalt thou 
serve. And he brought him to Jerusalem, and set him on a 
pinnacle of the temple, and said unto him, If thou be the 
Son of God, cast thyself down from hence: for it is written 
He shall give his angels charge over thee, to keep thee: a 
in their hands they shall bear thee up, lest at any time 
thou dash thy foot against a stone. And Jesus answering 
said unto him, It is said, Thou shalt not tempt the Lord thy 
God. And when the devil had ended all the temptation, he 
departed from him for a season. And Jesus returned in the 
power of the Spirit into Galilee: and there went out a 
fame of him through all the region round about. And he 
taught in their synagogues, being glorified of all,’ Luke 
4:1-15. 


The forty-day-and-night temptation of the Lord Jesus 
constituted perhaps the most mysterious and least under- 
stood of any of the scenes of His public ministry related in 
the Gospels. To some it might seem strange, indeed, that 
it was necessary for Christ Jesus, God’s own Son, to under- 
go such a strenuous test, especially following what ap- 
peared to be a full-fledged initiation into His earthly min- 
istry, when He was baptized by John in Jordan, by the Holy 
Ghost descending upon Him like a dove, and the heavens 
opening, and God in an audible voice declaring, “This is 
my beloved Son in whom I am well pleased.” However, when 
we turn to Heb. 2:17, we find that in all things it behoved 
Him to be made like unto His brethren, and in this respect 
He was made like His brethren, Moses and Elijah, as well 
as many other prophets who underwent special tests, al- 
though not of forty-day periods, that they might serve God 
and the people. 


But the chief purpose of this conflict with Satan is ex- 

ressed in verse 18 of Hebrews 2, “For in that he himself 

ath suffered being tempted, he is able to succour them 
that are tempted.” While some might think that the con- 
flict between the Lord Jesus and the devil was only mental, 
and that the devil tempted Him through thoughts and 
imaginary appearances only, there are far more who be- 
lieve that the devil came to Him in person, and that it was 
a face-to-face battle between them. In fact, there is not 
the slightest intimation in either of the Gospel records 
that it was a mental, enneeeey test which Christ under- 
went, but rather an actual physical and spiritual test. 
There are those who think that the devil came to Jesus 
in the guise of an angel of light, as a wayfaring man, a 
priest, or as one of the Sanhedrin Council; but all of these 
seem highly improbable. The Lord Jesus was there in His 
natural, physical body, and it is altogether reasonable, due 
to the description of what went on during the temptations, 
that the devil and all that constituted his original person 
and personality was also there in person. After all, the 
devil is not merely an influence, as even some Bible scholars 
argue. He is actually a person who wields his influence 
over people, actuating them to do wrong. 


The three temptations with which he climaxed the forty- 
day temptation were reserved with the thought that either 
one would be sufficient to defeat the Lord Jesus and to 
destroy God’s plan, as the devil had caused the fall of 
Adam and Eve and defeated God’s plan. In fact, these three 
temptations constituted the channels through which all 
temptations come, and it is quite evident that John was 
of this opinion when he wrote, “Love not the world, neither 
the things that are in the world. If any man love the world, 
the love of the Father is not in him. For all that is in the 
world, the lust of the flesh, and the lust of the eyes, and 
the pride of life, is not of the Father, but is of the world,” 
1 John 2:15, 16. It would be well in this connection for the 
child of God to keep in mind two statements of Paul: 
“Therefore, brethren, we are debtors, not to the flesh, to 
live after the flesh. For if ye live after the flesh, ye shall 
die: but if = through the Spirit do mortify the deeds of the 
body, ye shall live,” Rom. 8:12,13. Then, “There hath no 
temptation taken you but such as is common to man: but 
God is faithful, who will not suffer you to be tempted 
above that ye are able; but will with the temptation also 
—_ owe to escape, that ye may be able to bear it,” 

or. 10:13. 
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My Visit To Angola, Southwest Africa

My visit to Angola, the land of Sis- 
ter Pearl Stark’s calling, will always 
be a vivid picture before me of the 

reat need of the. gospel in this vast 
ield, never before touched by Pen- 
tecost. I was delighted to meet Broth- 
er and Sister Martins, missionaries 
from Portugal, who are so faithfully 
working for God, together with Sister 
Stark. 

On Sunday, April 1, Brother J. H. 
Saayman and I were met at the airport 
in Luando by Rev. J. A.C. Martins and 
Mrs. John T. Tucker, wife of the Dr. 
Tucker who is Secretary and Director 
of the Evangelical Alliance of Angola. 
Mrs. Tucker, being an American mis- 
sionary in Angola many years, served 
efficiently as interpreter for us. We 
appreciated so very much all the hos- 
pitality and kind, courteous coopera- 
tion of Dr. and Mrs. Tucker with us 
and our missionaries. 

On Monday I took the only avail- 
able space over to Port Amboim. 
(Brothers Saayman and Martins came 
later.) Sister Stark met me. She 
seemed very happy, and I certainly 
was glad to see her again. She was 
eager to tell how God had been bless- 
ing and helping them, even when at 
times it seemed there was no way. As 
she spoke of the work and the way 
God had definitely manifested Him- 
self to them in so many ways, her 
countenance beamed, and I realized 
more than ever before that her heart 
was right there with those precious 
less-fortunate people, for whom Je- 
sus died. Sister Stark loves those peo- 
ple. She first went out to Africa as a 
single missionary in 1930. She spent 
three and a half years in Liberia, 
which is called: the white man’s grave- 
yard. There she helped many’ souls to 
God. After returning to the States, 
she was married to Rev. Edmond 
Stark in 1937, and the following year 
they went as missionaries to Angola, 
where no Pentecostal people had ever 
gone before. (Incidentally, we are still 
the only Pentecostal people in all of 
Angola. What a challenge! What a re- 
sponsibility! ) 

Perhaps you remember that Broth- 
er Edmond fella victim of tropical 
fever, and in his last lingering mo- 
ments of delirium kept asking, “When 
are my brethren from America coming 
to pray for me?” He died March 22, 
1939, and filled the first Pentecostal 
preacher’s grave in Angola. We believe 
Angola is our territory. We all have 
an interest there. 

Let me tell you about Bimbua, 
Brother Stark’s first convert. “Bim- 
bua” means peace. He was from the 
Songo Tribe, but came to the terri- 
tory of the Chitau Tribe looking for 
work. I understand he had some fi- 
nancial obligations he had to meet or 
go to prison. Brother Stark paid him 
to help him, and as Brother Stark 
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was studying the language he talked 
many times with him about the Lord. 
Bimbua said, “Lord saved me,” and he 
was gloriously saved. Immediately he 
wanted to go back to his home tribe 
and take them the message. Brother 
Stark tried to dissuade him, realizing 
he knew such a little about the Word. 
Bimbua could quote only two verses 
of the Bible, but Bimbua insisted and 
went, only to be faced with great 
discouragement. He returned and 
asked Brother Stark, “Do you have a 
home?” Brother Stark said, “Yes, my 
home is far away in America.” Bimbua 
said, “Why don’t you go back home?” 
Brother Stark replied, “But this is 
my country until I go to heaven. I 
came to tell you people I love you.” 
Then Bimbua said, “When I went 
back to my tribe they had burned my 
house and killed my only goat; my 
wife had deserted me, and my people 
ran me away.” Then Bimbua asked, 
“Your people good to you? They love 
you? And you don’t go back home. 
You stay here to tell me you love me?” 
Brother Stark assured him that that 
was the truth. Bimbua said, “Then I 
go on. I can’t give up.” After Brother 
Stark’s death, Bimbua, too, became 
sick, so he went back to his Songo 
Tribe. There was not one Christian 
among them. As Bimbua was dying 
he exclaimed, “Jesus is calling me. I’m 
going home,” and slipped away. The 
relatives and friends thought this so 
strange. Therefore, they came and 
searched and found the missionaries, 
inquiring of them, “Who is this Je- 
sus that was calling Bimbua home?” 

‘Yes! Who is He! And what shall it 
profit a man if he should gain the 
whole world and lose his own soul? 
One soul is worth more than the en- 
tire world. Truly the lives of good 
missionaries are constantly challeng- 
ing everyone to do his best. 

This last term, Sister Stark returned 
to Africa (Angola) alone, still deter- 
mined that the gospel must be 
preached to this people. For the past 
three and one-half years she has 
been laboring, studying, and planning, 
together with Brother and Sister 
Martins, who came over a year ago, 
on establishing a permanent head- 
quarters, a central Bible School, for 
the training of nationals. 

On Tuesday, April 3, Sister Stark 
and I caught the little train that goes 
to Quirimbo from Port Amboim two 
or three times weekly. We made the 
45 miles in exactly four and one half 
hours. Three different times, pulling 
the grade with ten cars, the little 
engine had to stop to get up more 
steam. When we arrived, the students 
of our school were present with their 


‘song books and welcomed us by sing- 


ing some beaytiful songs. I stood bare- 
headed in the almost blistering sun 
until they finished, for I realized 


they were not only welcoming me, 
but the entire Church of God through 
its representative. 

A friend with his new light 
livery lorry (truck) took us and 
luggage to the mission compound 1 
than a mile away. There, for the first 
time any of us had seen the work 
Sister Stark and the Martins are do- 
ing, I saw our work. They had bought 
and repaired the home for the Mar- 
tins. A little over six months ago Sis- 
ter Stark moved up. They erected a 
little house with three rooms for Sis- 
ter Stark. They also built one build- 
ing for the boy’s dormitory, and the 
boys had made themselves six little 
huts all lined up near the dormitory. 
The church house, about 24 by 36 
feet, was completed near last Christ- 
mas. The separate building for kitch- 
en and dining room is now being 
erected. All these buildings are not of 
permanent type. They are filling a 
great need for the present, but as we 
now have the green light from offi- 
cials to proceed, we must build per- 
manent structures in the future. We 
have a nice large place, the boundary 
of which has not as yet been ap- 
proved, but during the past § 
months they have been busy, S

The dog always slept close 
against the porch gate, only some 
three or four feet away from the boys. 
One night while all were sleeping, 
they were awakened suddenly by the 
noise of a terrific impact against the 
gate and the sharp, distressful yelp 
of the dog. Brother Martins rushed 
out to see what happened. Alas! The 
dog was gone. The blood, the scratch- 
es, and the tracks on the sand told 
the story. A big panther had killed 
and taken their dog. Well, of course, 


you can’t blame the boys for chang- 
ing their sleeping quarters. While we 
were there, Sister.Stark feigned seri- 
ousness and suggested to some of the 
boys that they should sleep that night 
on the back porch. You should have 
seen them. Immediately their eyes 
seemed twice their size, as the en- 
larging whites contrasted sharply with 
black background, when they asked, 
“Alone?” 

At another time, in the broad open 
daylight, they heard a noise and the 
sudden squall of a chicken at the 
edge of the thicket. Sister Stark, be- 
ing in the yard, hollered and called 
the boys. She and they ran and 
scared the animal away. They found 
the hen dying, and the tracks in the 
sand proved that a large wildcat al- 
most had a chicken dinner. 

THE SERVICES 

We had some gracious services. 
Brother Saayman and I preached 
double-headers and alternately, and 
that through two interpreters, one 
from English to Portuguese and one 
from the Portuguese to the native 
language. These were hungry souls, 
ready for the message. They eagerly 
responded. 

It rained all day Thursday, but 
Friday, April 6, was the greatest his- 


tory-making day thus far of the 
Church in Angola. The services began 
at 8:30 in the morning. After mes- 
sages and instructions, the twenty- 
four candidates for water baptism 
marched down to the river. There 
were only two women among them. 
There were still others wanting to be 
baptized, but since they had only re- 
cently heard the gospel, it was de- 
cided they should wait and take fur- 
ther training. One young man left the 
services the night before and had 
walked sixteen miles to bring his 
mother to the last night’s service. He 
came running up laté, but rushed 
right into the water to be baptized. 
He had remarked sometime before 
that he didn’t think he would be 
baptized, for he said if one should go 
back he would bring reproach on the 
Church. But now the opportunity was 
his, so he came in with his heart just 
pounding. When I started to baptize 
him, he began shouting and speaking 
in tongues. God really blessed him and 
me, too. Brother Martins said the cer- 
emony in Portuguese, and as he would 
put his candidate under, I would put 
mine under, also. I really enjoyed 
having a part in the first baptismal 
service there. The depot agent, who,

Scripture reading, Psalm 51:12-29. 
I want you to notice the twelfth verse: 
“Restore unto me the joy of thy sal- 
vation; and uphold me with thy free 
spirit.” I shall use for a text, Acts 
17:16, “Now while Paul waited for 
them at Athens, his spirit was stirred 
in him, when he saw the city wholly 
given to idolatry.” 

The word “revival” means an awak- 
ening, or a reviving of the saints. You 
cannot revive sinners. Sinners are 
saved, but saints are revived. 

In the 51st Psalm, David prayed for 
God to restore unto him the joys of 
his salvation. By the wording of his 
prayer we know he had lost the vic- 
tory and the glory that had once been 
in his soul, and he knew when the 
spirit of revival was brought about in 
his own soul he would then be in po- 
sition to teach sinners in the way. We 
know we are in a world that is in a 
terrible condition, yet many of our 
churches are having wonderful re- 
vivals. Many other of our churches, 
however, have not had a revival in a 
long time. (I am talking about the 
Church of God.) I contend we must 
have a general revival. America must 
have a revival or we are coming to 
naught. If we could have a revival in 
this church like God would have us 
have, wonderful things would happen. 
I know it is wonderful for God’s pow- 
er to fall and men and women to 
dance under the power and fall pros- 
trate, but the thing that moves God 
on the throne and brings a revival in 
our midst is for men and women to 
consecrate their lives and live a life 
of holiness before God. Then sinners 
would be convicted and saved. 

It has been only five years since a 
terrible war ended, but the war clouds 
and storm clouds that are hovering 
over this earth today are greater than 
they’ve ever been. The past war didn’t 
bring people closer to God, but, rather, 
fathers and mothers went into defense 
plants, mothers forsaking their homes, 
putting on men’s apparel and living a 
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life, in many instances, of sin and 
shame. It seems to me that the trouble 
that is in the world and the conflict 
that is now on would cause people to 
draw closer to God. It seems that it 
would cause men and women to hun- 
ger for salvation, but even many of 
the people of God don’t seem to be 
concerned. Many of them are con- 
cerned with the material things 
of this life. They don’t seem to see the 
conditions of eternity-bound human- 
ity. They are not concerned that their 
friends and neighbors are lost. They 
work side by side with them each day 
and never speak to them about their 
souls. When Paul saw the city of 
Athens wholly given to idolatry, the 
Bible says his soul was stirred. It 
seems to me that the church people, 
seeing the world in the condition it 
is in today, and their people and 
friends without God, would be stirred 
—but they are unconcerned. I tell you 
we must have a revival or we will have 
chaos. The majority of people are fill- 
ing the theaters and the dance halls 
and places of amusement along the 
roadsides. Another thing, when chil- 
dren of church members reach the 
age of accountability, many of them 
do not come to the church and accept 
Christ, but go out into the world and 
seek the pleasures of this life. There 
is a revival of politics in this world 
today. Then, in the social world today, 
there is a revival. There are more 
worldly attractions today than the 
world has ever known, but what the 
world needs today is a revival of good 
old-time religion. 

After the creation of man in God’s 
image, man sold out to the devil, and 
God drove him from the beautiful 
Garden of Eden to earn his living by 


the sweat of his brow. The first two 


thousand years of time, in the ante- 
diluvian days, there was not a revival 
upon the earth, and men became so 
wicked and vile that God sent a flood 
and destroyed all humanity but eight 
souls. Christianity must become a- 
larmed and realize that we must have 
a revival or be destroyed. When God 
beheld the condition of man in the 
preflood days, it grieved Him so that 
He repented He had ever made man. 
I don’t believe God would have de- 


stroyed the world if man had sought . 


God, but man would not seek Him. In 
those days man offered his own sacri- 
fices to God. He was the head of his 
own house, and he would have 
brought his own sacrifice. There was 
no priest at that time, and during 
those two thousand years there was no 
revival. 

It is more than one’s duty to go to 
church. It is more than one’s duty 
to testify. It is every person’s duty to 
serve God in such a way that He can 
work in him to the salvation of other 
souls. Noah and his family were saved 
because they served God and found 
grace in His sight.

He gave them water to drink from a 
rock and kept their clothes and shoes 
from wearing out for forty years.

vival? A revival will bring the world 
out of you and you out of the world, 
where you can be a blessing. 

Joshua had great power with God. 
He was a man that would point out 
sin and not smother it for anyone. 
Sin is sin, and we must point it out 
wherever it is found, if we are living 
for God and pleasing Him. Joshua’s 
stand for God and the right brought 
about a revival and a spiritual awak- 
ening in Israel. 

There was also a great revival in 
Samuel’s day. Samuel was only twelve 
years old when God spoke to him. 
Why did God not speak to the minis- 
ter Eli, or the priest, as he was called 
in that day? Because he had two 
wicked sons whom he was upholding, 
and he was trying to keep them in 
power, and God was displeased with 
him. Sure, they were going through 
with forms of worship, but God was 
not in them, nor was He pleased with 

hem. So, in the night season, God 
alled to the child Samuel, and he 
thought it was Eli, the priest, calling 
him. Three times he went to Eli and 
said to him, “Surely thou didst call 
me.” The third time Eli realized it was 
God calling the boy, and he told him 
to go back and if the voice called 
again to say, “Speak, Lord, for thy 
servant heareth thee.” Samuel did as 
he was told, and God gave him a mes- 
sage to the backslidden people. Notice 
Samuel’s obedience and his quietness 
before God. God cannot get many 
people still long enough to give them 
a message. Preaching won’t help some 
people; they have made up their own 
minds as to what they are going to 
do, and it makes no difference to 
them what the preacher says or what 
the Minutes teach, they are going to 
do as they please. God told Samuel He 
was displeased with Eli and was going 
to withdraw His power and let the 
enemy come upon him. God moved 
the preacher out of the way because 
he would not condemn sin. And listen, 
if you are puffed up with pride or 
hatred, and you won’t speak to your 
brother or your sister, you will hinder 
a revival, and God can get you out of 
the way. 

Samuel’s task was no easy one. He 
was only twelve years old. God gave 
him a message to this priest, Eli, who 
was in power, and it was his duty to 
go to Eli and give him God’s message. 
If God tells you to do something in 
the church, you had better do it. It 
may be a little hard, if you have 
talked about someone in the church, 
to go to that person and get him 
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around the neck and ask him to 
forgive you, but it will take just that 
to bring about a revival. God’s mes- 
sage to Israel in Samuel’s day was 
for them to put away from them their 
idol gods. Some people today love 
their automobiles more than they love 
God. Some love a little wedding band 
more than they love God. Samuel told 
them that if they would put away 
their idol gods from their lands, God 
would be in their midst; He would 
fight their battles for them, and they 
would have peace. They hearkened 
unto the voice of Samuel, and they 
had a revival. 

It is not enough for you to be a 
member of the church. I don’t care 
how long you have been a member, 
you need a revival of the love of God 
in your soul. 

There was another revival in the 
reign of Hezekiah, but there had to 
be some preparation made. He told 
the priests to clean up the temple and 
wash their own clothes, clear out all 
evidence of idol worship, that it was 
his intention to make a covenant with 
the Lord God. It took eight days to 
clean up and get ready, but God gave 
the revival. We have plenty of people 





who spend more for a big time than 
they give for missions or any other 
kind of offerings for God’s work. You 
don’t even have to have a sanctified 
heart to criticize and gamble, but you 
have to have the love of God in your 
heart to love your enemies. The world 
is looking on today, criticizing and 
asking,“Where is the love you used to 
have?” Church members not only talk 
about one another to other members 
of the church, but they will criticize 
their brother to worldly people. I will 
tell you when there will be a revival 
in your community—when every one 
of the saints of God has become re- 
vived and feels his own responsibility 
to be at church every time, stand in 
his place, and do exactly what God 
wants him to do. 

When God called Jonah, it was a 
case of revival or chaos for Nineveh. 
Jonah’s task was not such an easy one, 
nor his message a flowery one. He dis- 
obeyed the command of God, but after 
the great fish had put him out on dry 
ground again, and he had cleaned up 
his clothes a little, he gladly went to 
Nineveh to cry aloud in the streets 
God’s message: “Yet forty days and 
God will overthrow Nineveh.” The 
king believed the message, and the 
whole city put on sackcloth and 
prayed. God repented of the evil He 
said He would do unto them, and did 


it not.‘Nineveh had a revival. 

Then, too, you remember that 
Elijah prayed; the fire fell from 
heaven; and they had a revival, also a 
preacher-killing. Five different times 
God revived Israel, but we find He fin- 
ally divorced them, and in the days of 
Christ they cried, “Let his blood be 
upon us and upon our children.” 
God may deal with you many times, 
but if you persist in having your own 
way, He will leave you alone. His Spirit 
does not always strive with man, and 
when you are beyond feeling the pow- 
er and Spirit of God striving within 

ou, my brother, it would have been 
etter for you had you never been 
born. 

Job 35:9, 10, “By reason of the mul- 
titude of oppressions they made the 
oppressed to cry: they cry out by 
reason of the arm of the mighty. But 
none saith, Where is God my maker, 
who giveth songs in the night.” The 
world today is nervous over the con- 
ditions that exist. Men in high posi- 
tions are frightened, but do they seek 
after God? At the meeting of the 
United Nations the subject of prayer 
was mentioned; but, instead of pray- 
ing, they went across the street to a 
tavern and had a drink. They will not 
cry unto the Lord who giveth songs 
in the night. There was a revival in 
Philippi when Paul and Silas sang 
songs in the night in the jail. Their 
backs were bleeding, and their feet 
were fastened in stocks; yet, at mid- 
night they sang praises unto God, and 
all the people in the prison heard 
them. 

Some people can’t even stand to be 
called a “holy roller.” They get all 
blue and down-in-the-mouth and tell 
you the way is too hard and they can’t 
stand to be so persecuted. Those who 
are going on with Christ are those 
who built on the Rock. There are 
many professed Christians, even 
ministers, who are not going in the 
rapture. Yes, I said ministers, because 
many of them are afraid to preach 
God’s Word just as they see it laid 
down in God’s Book, and if they hap-

The great man and leader of the 
Russian Kaldarach Gypsies, Tini Bim- 
bo, in New York City, had invited 
about 80 Gypsies to a dinner in his 
home on Henry Street in lower Man- 
hattan. To this feast he had also in- 
vited me and my young coworker, 
Frank Blomfelt. It was a radiant com- 
pany! What splendor of glittering gold 
and rustling of silken garments! Not 
all have the honor to sit with the 
chief. The foremost families were rep- 
resented and were seated according to 
rank and dignity around the table 
which was groaning under an abun- 
dant spread. Those who could not be 
thus comfortably seated were happy 
to sit on the floor along the walls. 

There was a buzz of wondering voices 
from the guests as we entered, and the 
Gypsy chief arose and came to meet 
us. He ushered us to seats right by his 
side. We certainly did justice to the 
delicious foods, prepared according to 
the culinary art of the Gypsies from 
time immemorial. Some Gypsies sang 
some languishing songs in honor of 
the chief and presently something 
extraordinary took place. The chief 
arose from his chair and turned to me 
and my coworker and made a speech. 
It was a heart-searching speech, an 
appeal to the Christian world to come 
to them with the gospel. He expressed 
his gratitude that we had come to 
them with the glad tidings, and that, 
with love in our hearts, we had taken 
notice of them and were ready to 
give the Gypsies spiritual assistance. 
He concluded by wishing us prosperity 
and success in our work among his fel- 
low tribesmen, and appealed to the 
Gypsies to receive us well. 

The result of Tini Bimbo’s invitation 
and speech has had a very beneficial 
effect on our mission work here. In 
the district where he lives there are 
hundreds of Gypsy families of the 
Kaldarach Tribe. Today their homes 
are open to us. The Gypsies listen with 
great attention, and many have turned 
their hearts to the living God and to 
the cross. 

One evening we came to a Gypsy 
family living in a basement. The fam- 
ily consisted of seven persons. The 
woman was in bed, critically ill. We 
told them why we had come and be- 
gan to read to them from the Gospels. 
We spoke to them and then we folded 
our hands and prayed for them all. 
We made special mention in our 
prayer of the sick woman. We wished 
them the peace of God and His bless- 
ing, and promised soon to return, and 
so we left them. Two weeks later we 
were there again, at the same address 
—but they had moved. Out on the 
street once more, we folded our hands 
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and prayed for God to help us find 
them. Two months passed. One eve- 
ning we found the family, living about 
twenty blocks from the previous ad- 
dress. They came running to meet us 
on the street—they were so happy to 
see us again. 

The Gypsy woman told us the story: 
“When you last visited us and you 
included me in your prayer, I had a 
very rare experience. I was healed and 
a wonderful peace came to my heart 
and made me so happy. Never in my 
life have I felt so well, and the won- 
derful peace is still in my heart.” You 
may be sure we were glad to hear her 
testimony. Indeed, we rejoiced! 

In Brooklyn we found a family liv- 
ing in a store in a district of many 
Gypsies. This family was so happy over 
our arrival that they could not find 
words to express their joy. They told 
us that about two or three months 
ago they had heard other Gypsies tell 


of us and wished we would also come 
to them. For this reason there was 
great joy, and we had a precious time 
with them in their wretched home, 
and by the grace of God we had the 
privilege to show them the way to the 
Friend of the Gypsies, their Saviour, 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 


Some Scandinavian friends have 
donated an excellent slide projector 
with screen, which we use in showing 
pictures of the life of Christ, and we 
have seen that pictures, together with 


our teaching, is a very good ‘better 


tion, and it helps the Gypsies better 
understand and grasp what we ar 
trying to tell them. This is especially 
true regarding the old folks. We praise 
God for the Church of God, which so 
lovingly has made it possible for us to 
make known the gospel to these peo- 
ple who are hungering and longing 
after God. We are daily at work, look- 
ing up neglected Gypsy homes, gath- 
ering the children and the grownups 
around the Word and in every way 
possible acquainting them with the 
Lord Jesus, our Saviour. Dear friends 
of missions, make mention of us and 
the Gypsies in your prayers. 





A Testimony and a Call to Roman Catholic 
Priests

(Translated from Spanish by J. H. Ingram) 


Brother Bright: Rev. Blanco, overseer of our 
Cuban work, sent me this article for trans- 
lation with the request that it be published 
in the Evangel (English version, of course). 
In our writings we often make it hard on 
other evangelicals, who, although they believe 
in salvation through the blood of Jesus, hold 
views that are contrary to the fundamentals of 
Christianity according to the consensus of 
— prevailing among Protestants. We are 
all heretics bound for hell according to the 
anathema of Rome, so Brother Blanco feels 
that their errors should be challenged with 
the truth.—J. H. Ingram. 

On this occasion I am, with great 
affection and Christian love, address- 
ing you, my esteemed colleagues, who 
have been or were my companions 
for many years. Listen to me, I beg of 
you. Although in appearance, I am on 
the opposite side today in a fortunate 
place of peace, consolation and joy be- 
cause he who embraces the gospel as 
his sole norm of life, and Christ as his 
only Mediator, has this and much 
more in abundance. No, I do not pre- 
tend to convert you, nor anything like 
it. Conversion is a gift of God, but 
He will give it to you if you ask Him 
with humility and confidence. Listen 
for a little while to that which I am 
going to say to you. 

Read and examine the apologetic 
and didactic works of the evangelical 
doctrine. Compare its arguments with 
the Bible texts; meditate upon its 
teachings, connecting its maxims with 
the Old and New Testaments, and I 
am sure that you will be convinced at 
once, and for all time, that the truth 
is not in your Roman Church, and that 
is why it fears the discussions and runs 
away from the light. Books contrary 
to it are condemned, and the reading 
of them is prohibited. Bibles are 
burned under the disloyal pretext that 


they are falsified, as if it were pos 
sible to falsify that Divine Book (th 
Light that cannot be extinguished). 
Leave these vain pretexts and fears; 
study Protestantism. Compare its doc- 
trine with that of the Divine Master 
and with that practiced by His apostles 
and disciples, and undoubtedly you 
will accept the way of salvation and 
obtain that which you uselessly seek 
for in the idolization of your saints, 
and in the reception of sacraments in- 
vented by man. Ye shall know the 
truth; ye shall rejoice in the light with 
peace, real peace in your conscience, 
and be able to exclaim with love and 
confidence: “Father! Father!” 
- Fear not! The evangelicals are not 
your enemies, although they lament 
and condemn your errors. The evan- 
gelicals are not deceitful; they cry 
because of your lack of grace and pray 
to the all-powerful God for your con- 
version. Hallelujah! Consider that you 
do not have the backing of the Holy 
Scripture, and without this help you 
are like a house built upon the sand; 
you are as leaves that are carried 
away by the lightest wind. Jesus is the 
truth, and for that reason He was al- 
ways tolerant, long-suffering, gentle 
and humble at heart. Consider, also 
that your church, from the time of 
Bonifacio III, until now, has only tri- 
umphed ephemerally, and from time 
to time became more demoralized by 
simoniacal corruption and commer- 
cialism until it became degraded and 
execrated through the hecatombs of 
the inquisition. With its countless 
anathemas it has become ridiculous

pen to say a few things that might 
strike home, they apologize for it. 
They are afraid they might miss get- 
ting their tithes or salary. Some min- 
isters won’t engage an evangelist to 
conduct a revival if they know he is 
a better preacher than they are. They 
fear the people of the church might 
want him to be their pastor. Brother, 
it will be a sad day for that minister 
when he stands before God. Did that 
revival come to the city of Nineveh 
because the preacher wanted it to 
come? Jonah did not go to that wick- 
ed city because he wanted to. He 
went only because God had heard his 
prayer and delivered him from the 
elly of the whale, and he had prom- 
ised God if He would give him an- 
other chance he would go and preach 
His message. 

In Matthew 3, we find John the 
Baptist preaching, “Repent ye, for 
the kingdom of heaven is at hand.” 
He was not a preacher whose name 
had appeared in all the headlines of 
the papers. He was not one who had 
been dining with nobles nor enter- 
tained in a king’s palace. No, he came 
from the wilderness, and his meat was 
locust and wild honey. His raiment 
was of camel’s hair. He had no great 
tent, nor was he in the great city of 
Jerusalem, but was on the banks of 
the Jordan River, and his message 
was the first that had been heard 
four hundred years. There had been 
a period of spiritual darkness in the 
land of Israel, but this man on the 
bank of the Jordan stirred the people 
by his message, and it was not a flow- 
ery message; he cried, “Oh, ye gener- 
ation of vipers.” I wonder how some 
of these people who fall out with 
preachers today about the messages 
they preach would like to be called a 
“snake.” People say, “Oh, I think the 
preachers ought to preach with love.” 
But I tell you, John the Baptist’s mes- 
sage was far from one of love. Yes, the 
people of Israel had heard sermons, 
and the priests had performed their 
rituals and ceremonies, but they had 
not had a revival. When John canie, 
a revival broke out, and men and 
women came from far and near to 
hear this old preacher who was 
anointed of the Holy Ghost. 

Twenty-eight years ago, when Sis- 
ter Shepherd came to this community, 
people came from miles to hear the 
ge What was the attraction? 
The singing, the shouting, and the 
people _ to the aitar and comin 
up talking in new tongues! Yes, an 
also the love the people had one for 
another. There was no gam no 
suspicions, no hatred. The world was 
against them, and they stood together 
and worked as one man, and that is 
exactly what is needed in the church 
today. There is entirely too much 
prejudice and distrust among church 
people today. John the Baptist was 
the forerunner of Christ. Jesus did not 
have a great revival with seventy-five 
or one hundred or more being con- 
verted at each service, but, according 





to the Scriptures, only about five 
hundred sincere believers. It is true 
that multitudes followed Him, some 
to criticize and find fault with His 
teachings; some to see the miracles 
He rs my and still others to get a 
part of the loaves and fishes He often 
provided. We find at one place that 
all the multitude turned back from 
following Him, and He asked of His 
disciples, “Will ye also go away?” 
Peter asked to whom they should go 
for Christ alone had the words of 
eternal life. There is nothing more 
Te today than knowing you 
are right with God, that there is 
nothing between you and your broth- 
er, and nothing between you and your 


God 


Jesus did not have too great a re- 
vival, but He was preparing for a great 
revival. He chose twelve apostles and 
seventy elders, and had five hundred 
faithful followers. He taught them 
and instructed them in the ways of 
God, founding in their hearts the 
truths of the kingdom. When He 
ascended to heaven He told them to 
go to Jerusalem and tarry until they 
were filled with the Holy Ghost. They 
did not drag around about it, but went 
with great Joy. They did not have to 
urge one another to praise God or to 
say amen. They were filled with joy, 
and they were continually praising 
and blessing God. When the Holy 
Ghost fell, it did not fall on seven or 
eight of them, but they ALL began to 
speak in tongues. What effect did it 
have? The whole city of Jerusalem 
was stirred! When the Holy Ghost 
begins to work here, you won’t have 
to announce it through the papers or 


over the radio. The people will come 
from far and near. They will pack 
the building and throng the roadside 


trying to see. There are not enough 
sinners in the world to stop the power 
of God from working in the church. 
That — that cuts the power off 
when d has been giving out mes- 
sages and interpretations comes from 
the inside. Sinners cannot stop God’s 
a ond from working, but unbelief and 

atred and jealousy rising up in the 
hearts of those ——— to know 
God will cut off the power as surely 
as throwing the switch on an electric 
current. ~ 

How did the early church begin? 
Those followers of Christ left that 
upper room full of the love of God 
and filled to overflowing with the 
blessed Holy Ghost—left there tellin 
the story of Jesus and His love an 
how He had fulfilled His promise to 
send back the Holy Ghost. Did they 
have a revival? Well, three thousand 
souls were added to their number in 
one day, and daily others were added. 
The world was against them, and they 
stood together as one man. That is 
what it will take today. I contend it 
means either revival or chaos. Let us 
— and pray for a world-wide re- 
vival.
